ELLSBERRY HOMES ARE 
FLOODED BY CREEK 

Three Mile Creek In Ohio Higher Than 
It Was Ever Before Kiiown— Thon< 
sand of DoUari Damage Done. 

Three Mile Creek In Brown county 
near Alicnlcicn did more damage to 
growiiiK rroiJB and property after the 
hard rnln of Monday than thla Creek 
has ever heretofore done. Water In 
the creek valley w;in from three to 
four feet higher than it had ever be- 
fore been and scores of aeres of corn 
were covered by tbe rush. 

The Tillage of Bllaberry located on 
the banka of the oraek was probably 
damaged more than any other oom- 
niunity. Water was In many of the 
houses in the village and the Cochran 
blacksmith shop waa washed from its 
foundation and carried away some dis- 
tance. 

The water was four foot deep In the 
covered bridge whloh Hpana tlie creek 
near Sliokaway and many chickens 
were drowned. One cow was carrieil 
away and a horse was carried from 
near Bllaberry to a point near the 
bridge at the Ripley pike but wan 
saved. * 

Damage done to crops along the fer- 
tile creek bottom cannot be estimated 
but wlU nm into thousands of dollars.

Italy lias rccotfuizcd that the AiiKricMii dolliir is iiiiiK of \\\<' 
world by acf('i)tiiit? it instead of the Britisli pound sitTliug as ili' 
otandard by which gold values are meaaured. ESuropeana who iw d 
to aay that the United Statea was the land of the dollar did not in 
tend to be wholly complimnitnry, :ituI tlR'v inv even less compli- 
mentary now that the land of the dollar in tht- creditor nation of tli. 
world i but the rate of exchange is not baHCd on compliments. 

The American dollar represents world power. It is th.- ton 
c,uering eagle. It gets tribute in .■very land. It eiit.-rs the Imlls ..t 
finance and say.s: Pay nie. It indicates dominion and supniiiac.v. 
Americans think of it as huvijig lost part of its value in their own 
markets, but it is the one unimpaired currency. 

Tho I'nited States .sits on the top ,)f the world, and if .\mcri.Miis 
use the good judgment they sometimes are credited with the I inted 
States will continue to sit on top of the world. The center of things 
has been rcniovnl from (in;il l?rit;iin to the I'nited States. The 
United States maintained the gold standard during the war. It was 
the great reservoir of its allies. It was revealed as an almost inex- 
haustible souive of power in Mien and iiiaterials. 

Many iOuroiieans are les.s impressed by Aiiieriea's pei forjiiaiK , 
in the war than many Americans think they ininhi be. We reali/r 
that Europe was hard bit, badly wounded, and is bitter, and that to 
Europeans America's po.sition uiay seem to have been nttnined be- 
cause of their sufferinf;. But it could not liavr been attained if llie 
strength of the country had not been sucli as to stand an ejiorinous 
drain without weakening. 

If we had had fonr years Instead of a little less tliaii twenty 
months o£ war, and had Icrnisbed bultletields as well as men and 
materials, wo should not be sn sturdy; but even in that test we be- 
lieve the elements of power would have been more strikingly reveal 
ed and the situation now virtually the same. 

The American dollar earned its position. It now inaielie> into 
liurope as II lioMian letrioii used to march. It is the .symbol and tli< 
instrument of a young, .strong natian. It is llie expression of the vi- 
tality of a yoiuig giant. Europe may say that the young giant is a 
barbarian. He is dear eyed and has a long stride. If he uses ordinary 
care in watching his step he'll not be in anybody's dust. 

In watching his step ho'll be strong but not rough. He will not 
invite a group of nations to get a gang together and try to pull him 
down. lie will not try to make everybody mad at him at cmi'e. Thej 
are all ])retty mad now, but they iiei-d not b.' infuriiiteil into net ion. 

The eagle is boss, but it can be an easy bo.ss, not so arranging its 
affairs that it hasn't a friend in the world, and not being so easy that 
At haaa't an enemy.
